Interesting Lecture by Capt. 
Pelliot. . 


A leotura, fali of interest, wae 
given at Government Honae, by 
permission of B.E. the Governor, 
lsat evening. under the aaspices 
of the Odd Volumes Society, by 
Capt. Pelliot, who is.recognised 
as ono of the leading ‘suthoritice 
on the archesclogy of Central 
Asis, and who .was one of those 
to reosive the Honorary Dagres of 
Li, D,, st the Hongkong Univer- 
ity Inet week. Tbe subject of 
the lecture was Oeotrel Asia of 
the meeting plac: of “Weetern 
and Eastern Civiliestion,” and 
the subject was desit with ins 
most enlightening msnner, 

There was a good attendance, 
and H. E. the Governor, iv in- 
troducing the lecturer referred to 
hie work in France and Gallipoli 
in connection with the war, sayin 
that Ospt. Pelliot frat receiv 
his instruction in field artillery 
daring the year when the 
famoua 75's of the French 
were brought oat. Oaptain 
Pelljott had: spent three and s 
half years in Chinese Tarkestan 
and was recognised the world 
over a3 8 most distinguished 
authority on the archesology of 
Central Obins. 

Captain elliot who went 
atraight to hie subject, fret 
pointed out on the map the 
position of Chinese Tarkestan, 
how it wae bounded on all sides 
but’ one with mountains very 
difficult of penetration, and op 
the other by « large desert. The 
ways of access were, therefore, 
by no mesns numerous, and it 
had been extremely difficult of 
exploration. It wae a large 
tableland, the inbabitants of 
which were scattered smong & 
number of osses, It waa by 
means of the melted snow coming 


down the mountaing that osses: 


were supplied. The whole 
population. was catimated at shout 
1,400,000, and was a Tarkish- 
apesking one.
